(Weekly Review of National Affairs)

Ottawa, Dee. 19th— Domestic  af- 
fairs lie in the shadow of momentous 
events abroad. The halls of parliament 
are now silent, and will remain so un- 
til February 17th except for the con- 
ference on the Sirois Report in Jan- 
uary. But Canada’s destiny like that 
of the whole British Commonwealth 
and all democracies throughout the 
world is being forged in battles across 
the Atlantic and government leaders 
here have been greatly cheered by 
the successes of British arms in Egypt 
and Libya and of the small but val- 
iant and efficicent Greek army in Al- 
bania. It is a source of pride to Can- 
adians that the R. A. F. squadrons in 
North Africa, cooperating with the 
mechanized land forces and the navy, 
by striking at enemy airdromes and 
harassing lines of communication, are 
under the command of air commcdore 
Coliishaw, a distinguished veteran 
Canadian airman of the last war. His 
name like that of Bishop and Barker 
is “writ large” in Canadian air an- 
nals, 

The extent of Canada’s contribution 
to the Commonwealth Air Power in 
the coming months and what this will 
mean in the course of the struggle 
are becoming increasingly clear. The 
late Lord Lothian, British Ambassa- 
dor in Washington, in his last speech 
which had to be delivered by proxy 
on account of his illness said-- “The 
Canadian Training Scheme is rapidly 
coming into output. You will be stag- 
gered at what will come out of Can- 
fida shortly in the shape of trained 
pilots and men. And Canada produced 
perhaps the best airmen in our forces 
in the last war.” 

Sale of War Savings Certificates— 

The finance department, which 
shoulders the heavy burden of finan- 
cing Canada’s part in the war, is anx- 
ious to see Canadians take a more ac- 
tive interest in the war savings cert- 
ificates campaign. In his recent speech 
in Montreal, J. L. Ilsley, the finance 
minister, stated his case very clearly. 
The purchase of these certificates, he 
pointed out, means a steady flow of 
funds into the Dominion treasury. 
Similar campaigns have been more 
sulcessful not only in Britain but in 
Australia which has not the popula- 
tion or wealth of Canada. He would 
like to see Canadiaus buy at least ten 
million dollars worth of these certifi- 
cates and stamps instead of between 
two and three million, the present rate 
of purchase. He wanted to see self- 
denial among all classes, “When we 
are calling upon the people of small 
means to deny themselves, even some 
of their modest comforts, it is not too 
much to ask hat there be plain living 
in high places.” 

Canada's Trade Mission to Latin-Amer. 

The trade mission, headed by J. A. 
MacKinnon, minister of trade and com- 
merce which will make a tour of Latin 
American countries and the West In- 
dies will likely now bein Peru, This 
countries trade with our Central and 
South American neighbors has been 
expanding since the descent of the iron 
curtain on ocupied continental Europe. 
In 1939 exports to these Latin Amer- 
ican coutries amounted to about 20 
million dollars, and imports from them 
about 16 million dollars. The object 
of the mission is to establish Canada’s 
trading position still more strongly and 
thus to help this country’s economic 
and financial position in these trying 


BREAD AS 


Bread And Vitamin Bi— 


A development has occurred withi 
recent months which may mean 
great deal to Canadian wheat produc- 


a 


ers. It is the discovery of the import- 
ance to the human diet of vitamin B1, 
The hard spring wheat, grown in the 
prairie provinces of Canada, is one of 
the most prolific sources of this vita- 
min. The cheapness of bread and its 
widespread use Makes it a natural and 
desirable medium for the increased 
human consumption of vitamin Bl. 

Milling flour practices have elimin- 
ated the largest percentage of this 
Vitamin from white flour, from which 
the bulk of the bread is made. What 
has actually occurred is that we have 
been feeding extremely valuable vit- 
aniine to our poultry and livestock in- 
stead of to human beings. About 82 
perceat of the vitamins of wityai have 
been going into feeds, only 18 per cent 
into straight flour, and as little as 6.7 
per cent into patent flour.

The department of pensions and nat 
ional health is engaged on plans to 
assist discharged men of the armed 
forces to rehabilitate themselves, in 
civilian life, It is understood that the 
department is also studying the ques- 
tion of providing immediate help to 
those returning form Britain ineap- 
acitated from further service, who have 
no means of support. 

Officials are now laying plans for the 
coming conference on the recommen- 
ations of the Rowell-Sirois Commission 
It is not expected that everything 
will run entirely smoothly at the con- 
ference, there will naturally be differ- 
ences of opinion expressed on various 
recommendations advanced in the re- 
port. But it is also equally clear 
that it will not be a question of adher- 
ing to the report in its entirety. ‘There 
will unquestionably be adjustments on 
some recommendations to meet pro- 
Vincial views.

Vitamin B1, or thiaman, is contained 
principally in the wheat germ, Millers 
claim that problems of storage and dis- 
tribution of flour have made it im 
practical to retain the germ in the tin 
ished product. But new milling and 
baking processes have been developed 
to enable the nutritive qualities of the 


wheat germ to be included in the 
bread made from white flour.

Considerable importance is attached 
by the commission to the restoration 
of Alberta’s credit, since, in its view, 
the present lack of credit is hamper- 
ing Alberta’s economic progress. The 
report points out that the outlook for 
Alberta is promising and that the pro- 
vince is still at the stage when, under 
normal conditions, one would expect 
large scale capital investment and 
rapid expansion. 

In this connection the report states, 
“Because of the possibilities which ex- 
ist to increase income and _ welfare 
generally in Alberta if new capital 
investment is made, it is of common 
concern to re-establish Alberta’s cre- 
dit and to provide conditions which 
will inspire investors with confidence” 

There is another financial advan- 
tage to Alberta which should not be 
overlooked.

Yet in 1937 we 
didn't have any wheat. I said to them 
in 1932 that it would iron cut and am 
quite prepared to prophesy the same 
thing today, 

“What makes me 
think of the time we 
Hitler and feeding the people he 
starving. Assuming two years 
blockade and then three years of 
fensive warfare or peace, Canada can 
export to countries now blockaded 
160 million bushels of wheat a year 
for three years. This, with exports to 
Great Britain and Canadian domestic 
demand would leave a carryover at 
the end of five years of only 100 mil- 
lion bushels.”

THE SEARLE FALL MOISTURE RE- 
PORT COMPILED FROM OVER 

600 PRECIPITATION RECORDING 
STATIONS, 


‘The precipitation which occurred 
during the recent months of August, 
September and October, weighted for 
Wheat acreage, Was 82 per cent of the 
normal or longtime average in Alb- 
erta, 77 per cent in Saskatchewan and 
115 per cent in Manitoba. 

Combining the three Prairie Prov- 
Vinces, and again weighting tor wheat 
acreage the percentage of the normal 
this year is 83, as compared with 62 
last year and 105 tor the year before 
that, 

An examination of the figures 
each Crop District. and of the map. 
reveals that there is u large area in 
central Saskatchewan with Outlook 
as the centre. and another large area 
northwest apd southwest of Ldmon- 
ton, Where the precipitation has been 
considerably less than uormal. 

This all means that the crop to be 
seeded next spring will start under a 
handicap, and in the particulay areas 
mentioned in Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta under a severe handicap. 

Investigations that have been made 
show tbat the precipitation which oc- 
curs during the months of August, 
Seplember and October, or immediate- 
ly following the harvest. and until the 
ground treezes, has a decided influ- 
ence on the yield of the forthcoming 
crop, tor this fall precipitation is beld 
fast in the soil and is available to be 
used by the next crop, 

Occasionally better thin normal 
rains in the following summer can 
make up for a lack of fall moisture. 
This, however, does not always occur, 
for the records reveal that during the 
past 41 years there have been 14 
years with decidedly less than normal! 
fall precipitation, and that in 9 of 
these 14 years the succeeding crop was 
less than normal. It will be observed, 
therefore, that the odds are in favor 
of a less than norma! or average yield 
to the acre this coming year.

DEMOCRACY AT ITS BEST 


(Editorial From The New York Times 
December 6th, 1940) 


DEMOCRACY give a truly thrilling 
exhibition in the British House ot 
Commons yesterday. In the very heart 
of an empire that is battling for its 
survival, in a country whose leaders , 
and people have vowed that they | 
would die rather than surrender, three | 
pacifist members of Parliament  for- 
warded a motion calling for imme ahs | 
peace “in a spirit of compromise.’ 
They were not beheaded for high trea- H 
son, ‘They were not flung into a con- | 
centration camp. They were able to! 
argue their case freely and 
speeches were reported in the 
papers, because they were simply ex | 
ercising their rights as the elected re- | 
presentatives of free men, The De- 
puty Prime Minister, Mr Attlee, replied 
to them, and the House then voted by 
341 to 4 against the motion, That was 
all. The four who wanted peace will 
be back in the House tomorrow, taking 
part in debates on the conduct of the 
war, 

What now becomes of the fatuous 
idea that British democracy is dead or 
dying? Can any free country do better 
than this to prove that its freedom 
still lives? The British Parliament, it 
is true, has entrusted the Government 
With immense wartime powers affect- 
ing the life and property of every Bri- 
tish subject. Yet the immemorial Iib- 
erties still remain; the freedom to 
speak, to criticize, to worship, to 
think. The British people are free to 
listen to German broadcasts and to 
read German communiques in the 
newspapers, The processes of law and 
order continue. If the Government 
seems guilty of arbitrary injustice, it 
is attacked from press and_ public 
platform, If the Government proposes 
au tax which seems unfair or a law 
which seems uncalled for, it can be 
forced to yield. And it Parliament 
could vote almost unanimously against 
a “peace” resolution yesterday, it 
would be perfectly free to vote in 
favor of peace, and compel a new Gov- 
ernment to make peace, if Parliament 
chose to do 60. 

It is important for the world to be 
reminded that the British Parliament 
and people are resolved to continue 
their struggle until victory is won. 
There is no chance of peace, no ser- 
ious talk of peace now, for the British 
people know perfectly well that any 
compromise wih Hitler is equivalent 
to defeat and surrender, But it is just 
as important to know that a “peace” 
resolution, however it may outrage the 
most sacred convictions of the British 
people, can be discussed openly and 
freely in the midst of war. As Mr Att- 
lee truly said yesterday, the debate 
‘would not be tolerated in any other 
country at war.” “I believe, he said, 
“it will show our strength.” 

He was right. It will show again 
that democracy lives in the flesh and 
blood and soul of the British people, 
It will show that totalitarian ideas 
have no more chance of crumbling 
British resistance than a wind that 
blows against a towering mountain- 
side,
